Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the amendments have overcome the rejection of claim 3 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner feels that the Golick (3,240,243) 
reference still reads on the applicant's claimed invention. The applicant argues that (1) Golick has additional passages for the fluid, 
making the flow resistance high, (2) hollow mandrel end of Golick makes provides low rigidity and (3) the hub slots do not extend radially. 
In response, the additional passages of Golick are irrelevant because Golick does disclose passages that read on all of the applicant's 
claimed passages, (2) the rigidity of the mandrel of Golick is also irrelevant because the structure of the Golick mandrel and supply 
passages read on the applicant's claimed limitations and (3) the applicant's arguments are relating to the embodiment disclosed in Figure 
8, which is a non-elected species (in reply filed by applicant on 1/13/2006) and the examiner feels that the claims read on the elected 
species of figure 9 because the passage ports (as part of 38) extend radially out from an inner portion of the sleeve in the same manner 
that slots 78 of Golick perforate the radial thickness of mandrel 52 . 
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
